lent aud the teeth sound. 


10. In each case the mind had been 


throughout. We composed and free from 
cure and distress. 


The lesson drawn from these cases is this: 


that if the people wish to live a hundred 
years they roust have sound bodies, and take 
care of them. In other words, the body 
must receive that intelligent attention it de- 
serves, and people must read and study the 
laws of hygiene in order tD obey thorn.
